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Bomb threat keeps students at home Friday 


School in Clinton County was called off Friday 
due to a possible bomb threat made to the high 
school. School officials decided to cancel classes 
district-wide late Thursday night, early Friday 
morning after putting together a Safety Team 



comprised of other principals throughout the 
district as well as other personnel. 

The Kentucky State Police was notified of the 
situation and the K-9 Unit was dispatched to the 
high school Friday. 

Three K-9 teams did a search of the school 
grounds and no evidence of a explosive device was 
found. 

Kentucky State Police Trooper John Paul 
responded to the complaint and through his 
investigation was able to identify a juvenile who 
was allegedly responsible for the threat. 

The investigation is ongoing with charges to 
follow, according to the Kentucky State Police. 

No names have been released to the public, 
however, Superintendent Charlotte Bernard said 
the juvenile in question was a Clinton County High 
School student. 

“We received a call from dispatch that reported 
they had a call reporting a potential threat,” Bernard 
said. “We formed a threat assessment team at 2:45 
this morning (Friday) at dispatch.” 

The threat assessment team was made up of 
Clinton County High School Principal Sheldon 
Harlan, Clinton County Middle School Principal 
Teresa Scott, Technology Coordinator Sid Scott 


II, Director of Pupil Personnel Julie York and 
Bernard. 

“We included both the middle school and high 
school principals because at the time we thought 
we would be dealing with a middle or high school 


student,” Bernard said. “The individual turned out 
to be a high school student. Later our entire threat 
assessment team came together which includes all

Clinton man killed in accident 
involving trailer in Shipley Community 


An apparent tragic accident has claimed 
the life of a Clinton County man who was 
working at a location in 
the southwestern section 
of the county this past 
weekend. 

Larry K. “Red” Wal¬ 
lace, age 39, of Albany, 
was pronounced dead 
at 1:21 p.m. Sunday, 
September 7 by Clinton 
County Coroner Steve 
Talbott. Preliminary au- 
Larry Wallace topsy results revealed 


the vicim had apparently died from blunt 
force trauma to his chest area. 

Wallace had reportedly been hauling off 
some items for Steve Wallace and was work¬ 
ing on his property about a half-mile off 
Hwy. 639 using a tractor and hauling trailer. 

What exactly transpired to cause the 
man’s death isn’t known, but Talbott indi¬ 
cated it appeared the victim may have been 
working to either hook or unhook the trailer 
and it “might have gotten away from him,” 
when he somehow got underneath a part of 
the equipment that rolled over on him. 

Steve Wallace discovered the body around 


12:30 p.m. Sunday and called 911 dispatch, 
according to Clinton County Sheriff Rick 
Riddle, who was one of the first responders 
to the scene. The sheriff said the accident 
may have occurred as early as Saturday. 

Since there were no eye witnesses to the 
incident, authorities could only speculate as 
to what may have transpired to cause the ac¬ 
cident. 

Kentucky State Police were also called to 
the scene, as well as Clinton County EMS 
and the coroner’s office.

Council deals with insurance, water 
issues at regular monthly meeting 


Albany City Council held its regular 
monthly meeting last Tuesday evening, Sep¬ 
tember 2 with all members present. 

Mayor Nicky Smith began the session by 
briefly updating council members on ongo¬ 
ing water and/or sewer projects, noting there 
were no specific changes from the previous 
month pertaining to the following: Highway 
127/Highway 1590 Interchange (1335); Al¬ 
bany Bypass/Wolf River Dock Road sewer 
extension; Highway 1590 sewer line exten¬ 
sion; and Albany Bypass water service. 

During the update, however, the mayor 
recommended that the council add a request 
for funding for a 5,000 water storage tank 
that, if approved, would be placed in the Bald 
Rock area of eastern Clinton County to hope¬ 


fully help alleviate some of the water pres¬ 
sure problems currently being seen in that 
part of the county. 

The council, on a motion by Council- 
woman Tonya Thrasher, voted unanimously 
to add that project for possible funding. 

A resident from the Bald Rock area ad¬ 
dressed the mayor and council on the low 
pressure issue he and some other neighbors 
are experiencing. “Sometimes you don’t 
know if you’re going to have water or not,” 
the resident said, adding that sometimes the 
flow of water would just stop when the pres¬ 
sure dropped too low. 

Kenneth Delk with the water department 
also spoke on the issue, as he and others have 
been working to try and get the problems 


fixed. Delk said there were only 30 pounds 
of pressure coming through the four-inch line 
and that anything, such as a small leak can 
back up the lines and reduce the pressure. 
He also said a side problem was that some 
people have been getting water out of (fire) 
hydrants. 

The residents with the biggest pressure 
problems are those that live on the highest 
elevations in the area. 

Other than applying for funds for the ad¬ 
ditional storage tank, the council agreed to 
have their engineers also look at the situation 
and work with the local water department to 
try and get the water pressure increased to

Whitfield talks briefly during Town 
Meeting here last week 

Clinton County played host to it’s U.S. 
Representative last Wednesday morning, 
when Ed Whitfield made a stop at the Clinton 
County Courthouse for a brief “Town Hall” 
meeting in Albany. 

Whitfield, (Rep.-1st), spoke for about 10 
minutes in the upstairs circuit courtroom 
to an audience of about 20 local residents, 
giving updates on several issues that the U.S. 
Congress is currently addressing. 

During his stop here last Wednesday, he 
touched briefly on the Obamacare health 
insurance issue, coal production in Kentucky 


and the United States among other issues. 

Whitfield blamed the problems 
surrounding the health insurance situation 
and the energy crisis in America on the 
current Obama administration. 

On the Obamacare issue, Whitfield said 
that when the bill was presented on the 
House floor, then House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi and President Obama refused to allow 
any amendments to be made to the bill. 

“That’s a terrible disregard to the 
legislative process because as you know, 
the legislative process is about amendments, 
debate and trying to come up with the best 
product,” Whitfield said. “Barrack Obama 
and his administration made the decision 


about what they wanted in this bill and they 
did not want the bill amended in any way.” 

Whitfield said that the President’s two 
goals after winning the last election, was 
to change healthcare in America as well as 
to change the way electricity is produced in 
America. 

Whitfield noted that at the time of that 
election, the nation was in the “middle of a 
recession and everyone wanted to talk about 
creating jobs.” 

On the issue of the reduction of coal 
production and clean air, he also blamed 
President Obama for steps that he says are

When buying a herd bull one of the most important EPD’s to be 
aware of is the animals Calving Ease (CE) EPD. 

Calving ease is much more reliable in determining the size of new¬ 
born calves of cows or heifers mated to a bull than the birth weight of 
the herd bull. The actual birth weight of a herd bull can vary depend¬ 
ing on many different environmental factors and has limited direct 
relation to the bull’s actual genetic make-up. 

For example: Take two bred cows from the same herd and place 
them in two different parts of the country. Place one cow in central 
Oklahoma, a location that is in the midst of one of the worst droughts 
in many years. 

The cow will most likely be on limited quality forage, experience 
many 100 plus degree days, and be on minimal water intake. Most 
likely this cow will have a small calf (probably in the 65-75 lb range) 
due to the extreme environmental factors. 

Now let’s take another cow from the same herd and place it on a 
farm in Albany, Kentucky that has had abundant rainfall and plenty 
of good quality forage. This cow, bred to the same bull as the other 
cow, will most likely calve with a larger calf (probably in the 75- 
85 lb. range) simply because the environment conditions have been 
much more favorable to the cow. 

Cow #1 and Cow #2 both raise their bull calves for the next eight 
months. Cow #1 will have a calf probably weaning off as much as 
100 pounds lighter than Cow# 2, again due to the stressful environ¬ 
mental situation. 

The following fall both bulls are placed in a bull sale selling the 
two calves. Without regard to the bull’s EPDs, some buyers would 
have a tendency to buy the bull calf from Cow# 1 (65-75 lb. birth 
weight) over the bull calf from Cow #2 (75-85 lb. birth weight) in¬ 
correctly assuming it was more calving ease. 

In truth, the calf was only lighter due to the environmental condi¬ 
tions and is no true reflection to whether it will actually be a calving 
ease bull. 

Only by considering the past history of calving ease by the sires 
and dams in the bull’s pedigree can an accurate estimate be made to 
a true calving ease for a bull. 

EPDs for calving ease will give us this expected data that can 
be used to select the proper bull.

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those residents. 

Local insurance agent Jamie 
Sparks then presented the coun¬ 
cil a proposal or renewal of the 
city’s property insurance policy. 
The quote for the coming year 
was $66,124.77, which Sparks 
noted was over $5,000 less than 
last year. 

With little discussion, Coun¬ 
cilman Frankie Stockton moved 
to accept the property insurance 
proposal for the coming year that 
takes effect in October, with the 
motion passing unanimously. 

Albany Police Officer Ricky 
Marcum then presented the coun¬ 
cil with information on a piece of 
equipment being tried out by the 
local police department, that be¬ 
ing a “body cam,” or basically a 
small HD video camera that po¬ 
lice officers wear on their person 
and record, both visually and 
with audio, everything police are 
involved in once that are outside 
of their vehicles. 

Officer Marcum noted that 
dash cams have been around in 
police departments for some time 
and in many instances, he feels, 
have stopped racial profiling. 
With the body cam, which is kept 
on the officers uniform, it records 
what is going on at all times 
while the officer is outside his 
patrol car, such as during traffic 
stops, answering domestic calls 
or whatever the case may be. 

“In some cities, it has pre¬ 
vented frivolous lawsuits,” Mar-

cum said, noting that with the 
recording capacity that can be 
used in court shows exactly what 
transpires during any situation. 
“It lets you know what police of¬ 
ficers are doing and creates more 
transparency for the public,” he 
added. 

Marcum said that out of cour¬ 
tesy, he lets people know that 
they are being recorded. It was 
also noted that there needed to 
be in place some “chain of com¬ 
mand” for use of the recording 
device, or some chain of custody 
from the officer to city and police 
administration. 

Each body cam has several 
hundred hours of recording ca¬ 
pability as well and has built-in 
infrared illuminators for night vi¬ 
sion recording. 

Albany Police Chief Ernest 
Guffey also told the council he 
highly recommended obtaining 
the body cams for use by all his 
officers. 

Following the presentation, 
Councilman Tony Delk made a 
motion to purchase six body cam 
at $300 each for a total of $1,800, 
with the motion passing by a 6-0 
vote. 

The council then set the now 
annual downtown cleanup for 
October 4 and Mayor Smith in¬ 
formed the council that local 
Farm Bureau representatives had 
invited all city officials to its an¬ 
nual Farm Bureau membership 
dinner this Thursday, September 
11 at 6:30 p.m. at the fairground’s 
building. 

The next regular meeting of 
Albany City Council is sched¬ 
uled for October 7 at 5 p.m. and 
is open to the public.

principals.” 

Throughout the school 
year certain drills, including 
tornado and other situations are 
discussed and evacuations for 
those situations are planned. 
Bernard said protocols for an 
event like the one Friday are in 
place and she thought the plan 
went smoothly. 

“Our team arrived once 
they were called, we assessed 
the threat and what level we 
felt the threat was at and what 
action it deemed necessary,” 
Bernard said. “After gathering 
the information and realizing 
this was a very serious threat, 
we felt like the safety of the 
children was most important, so 
we decided to obviously cancel 
school and follow through with 
an investigation.” 

Bernard said school was 
canceled district-wide due to the 
information the threat assessment 
team had at the time. 

“We were going on 
information that said we had a 
threat at one building,” Bernard 
said. “The investigation was 
not complete, so I did not feel 
comfortable sending students 
into some buildings. Safety is 
first and foremost.” 

After the KSP K-9 Units 
cleared the high school, officials 
performed a spot check of all 
lockers and did another sweep 
of the gym and other areas for 
added precaution. 

Once cleared, all activities 
after school were back on a 
regular schedule, including 
Friday night’s football game 
against McCreary Central. 

One event scheduled for 
Friday, which was canceled, 
was the district-wide pep rally. 
Bernard said they still have plans 
to have the pep rally, but a future 
date has not yet been determined. 

“Today, our threat assessment 
team could not be more thrilled 
with the staff here at the school, 
district and teachers at how they 
have responded to this event,” 
Bernard said. “I think even 
more, this brings us closer as a 
family. We are definitely going 
to have our pep rally during the 
next few weeks, but we have 
to set schedules with a lot of 
people. I would like to thank all 
first responders and community 
partners. From the start of this 
event, they have been very 
supportive, offering help and 
helping us throughout the day.” 

One tool the school system 
has at its disposal is a phone call 
system that can alert people of 
situations, like Friday’s event. 
It is also used to notify parents 
or guardians if school has been 
canceled for weather or any other 
reasons. 

“For example, we made 
a message and sent it to 
5,389 phones,” Bernard said. 
“Whatever number a parent 
gives us at the beginning of the 
year, we put that in our database. 
It alerts almost everyone.”

* Sept. 18: Last day for coun¬ 
ty clerks to mail absentee ballots 
to voters who request absentee 
ballots prior to the printing of 
the ballots.

* Oct. 22-Nov. 4: Voter and 
his/her spouse may request paper 
absentee ballot because of medi¬ 
cal emergency within 14 days of 
election. 

* Oct. 24 (4 p.m.): Last day 
to file a declaration of intent as a 
write-in candidate. 

* Oct. 28: Last day to apply 
for mail-in absentee ballot. Ap¬ 
plications must be received on 


a military base on election day, 
who learn of that confinement 
within seven (7) days or less 
of an election, may make ap¬ 
plication to vote absentee in the 
clerk’s office. 

* Nov. 4: General election day. 
Polls open at 6 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
county boards of election will 
be in session all day and mail-in 
absentees must be received in the 
clerk’s office no later than 6 p.m.

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During the most recent ses¬ 
sion of the Pickett County Crimi¬ 
nal Court, Johnny Bryan Smith, 
38, of Byrdstown, entered a 
guilty plea to the charges of theft 
of property and aggravated per¬ 
jury.

Proffitt continued noting that 
the “accumulation of rubbish, 
filth, trash and other issues” had 
lead to numerous complaints, 
and reading from one of the 
many complaints, added, “the 
property is deplorable, seven ve¬ 
hicles parked there, riding mow¬ 
ers, signs wanting to buy cans 
and junk, old tires, piles of tin. 
This all leads to mice, rats and 
roaches.” 

Hagan noted he had pur¬ 
chased a city business license 
for six or seven years. “I’ve had 
vehicles towed in, I just need to 
know what you want me do to.” 

Tompkinsville Assistant Po¬ 
lice Chief Jimmy Carter then was 
asked to discuss research he had 
gathered from the Public Protec¬ 
tion Cabinet with regulations re¬ 
quired of anyone wishing to be a 
“junk dealer” or someone deal¬ 
ing with secondary metal sales. 

Carter added that, in addition 
to a business license and the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Agriculture 
scale verification, Hagan would 
need to apply for an additional 
permit from the state. 

“I’m closing up shop down 
there,” Hagan told the group. 
“We won’t buy anything else. 
We’ll open that little house with 
whatnots.” 

Hagan continued that “those 
cars aren’t abandoned—they’re 
my personal cars. I done seen I 
don’t do the junk, it’s too heavy 
for my wife to load, I’m going to 
get rid of it.” 

Attorney Moore told Hagan 
that the Commission was ask¬ 
ing that he comply with the or¬ 
dinance or he would be cited for 
each infraction each day that he 
remained in non-compliance. 

“They could cite every day 
the situation is not taken care of,” 
Moore added. “This has been go¬ 
ing on for several years.” 

“Are you all talking about the 
umbrellas I have on the yard for 
the yard sale?” Hagan asked. 

“When something stays in a 
yard for 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week, 365 days a year— 
it fails to become merchandise 
anymore—it becomes junk in the 
yard,” Moore added. 

A nearby neighbor, Polly 
Harper, whose property borders 
the back of the Hagan property, 
was asked about her thoughts on 
the matter. Harper told the group 
that she doesn’t want to see a 
“rusty tin roof fence” put on 
her property line (similar to the 
fence Hagan had erected on the 
front side of his property.) “With 
this property looking like it does, 
if I decided to sell my property, 
I wouldn’t get even half of what 
it’s worth,” Harper added. 

Hagan was told to consult 
with his attorney on what he 
could and couldn’t have on his 
property and the Commission 
noted that within 30 days that 
“significant progress” must be 
made or the Commission would 
begin the process of citations and 
fines. 



Hey, those fresh crappie and 
hushpuppies you fried up were 
sure mighty fine. You got the 
crisp just right—outta sight. 

Now, let me ask you some¬ 
thing. Can you imagine some¬ 
one coming in on your property 
to steal the cooking oil you just 
used to fry up your fabulous fish 
feast? No? 

Well, few could imagine the 
theft of used cooking grease, but 
that is exactly what police say 
happened at a local restaurant 
recently. 

You Feng Li, 36, with a 
driver’s license address of An¬ 
tioch, Tennessee, and Zhen Hua 
Lin, 27, with a driver’s license 
address of Kimball, Tennes¬ 
see, were taken into Livingston 
Police custody August 26 and 
booked on charges of burglary 
of used cooking oil. They stand 
accused of going onto the prop¬ 
erty of Kentucky Fried Chicken 


(KFC) on West Main Street in 
Livingston, after business hours, 
and stealing the restaurant’s used 
cooking oil. Their charges are 
burglary with theft, a Class E 
felony. 

“I know stealing used grease 
doesn’t sound like a big deal,” 
Livingston Police Chief Greg 
Etheredge said. “But stealing is 
stealing, whether you steal from 
a car, a home or a restaurant. 
Stealing is not right, and we need 
to send a message—hey, don’t 
come to Livingston to steal.” 

Etheredge estimated that the 
alleged thieves got 364 pounds 
of cooking oil from KFC. He 
said with the current market price 
for used cooking oil being 0.27 
cents a pound; they could have 
obtained $98.40 worth of profit. 

The Enterprise asked Ether¬ 
edge why someone would break 
in somewhere and steal used 
cooking oil. He then explained a 
little about lard and grease larce¬ 
ny and the appeal of used cook¬ 
ing oil to some. He said cooking 
oil is a commodity that is bought 
and sold like other commodities. 
He said the price could fluctuate 
based on time, quantity and qual¬ 
ity of spent cooking oil. 

Used cooking oil, something 
that in the past restaurant own¬ 
ers would have begged someone 
or paid someone to haul off, has 
now become a hot commodity. 
It can be sold to firms and con¬ 
verted into chicken feed, fertiliz¬ 
ers, additives or biodiesel. Once 
made into biodiesel, its market 
value can soar. 

Etheredge said that through 
his investigation he learned that 
the price of spent cooking oil is 
currently approximately 0.27 
cents per pound. 

He said it could be a valuable 
commodity because there are es¬ 
timated to be approximately 7.5 
pounds of spent cooking oil per 
gallon and when dealing with 
hundreds of pounds, these num¬ 
bers add up quickly. 

He also said the two arrested 
in this case might have also been 
involved in cooking oil thefts in 
other areas and states. 

Here, according to an incident 
report from the Livingston Po¬ 
lice Department (LPD), is how 
this bit of suspected lard larceny 
came about. 

During the early morning 
hours of Tuesday, August 26, 
LPD Officer Bruce Matthews, 
assisted by Officers J.D. Masters 
and Jeremy Rhoton, stopped a 
white box truck at the Chinese 
restaurant on East Main Street. 
The vehicle was reportedly 
stopped because it matched a de¬ 
scription in a 911 call. The 911 
call, reportedly, said that a truck 
matching the vehicle’s descrip¬ 
tion had been used in a com¬ 
mission of a theft at KFC a few 
minutes prior—roughly around 
5:45 a.m. 

A witness to the crime, the 
same witness that called 911, re¬ 
portedly arrived at the police sta¬ 
tion with video surveillance that 
showed the act of burglary with 
theft at the KFC. 

Etheredge reportedly re¬ 
viewed the tape and evidence in 
this case and wrote in his inci¬ 
dent report that it was his opinion 
“that these individuals actively 
engaged in theft of spent cook¬ 
ing oil, not only from Livingston 
but other locations in Tennessee 
and Kentucky. These individuals 
should have known that they did 
not have authorization to enter 
the property at KFC in Livings¬ 
ton during non-business hours.” 

Li and Lin were both taken to 
Overton County Jail and charged 
with burglary with theft. 

They were each issued a 
$20,000 bond and were report¬ 
edly out a short time later. They 
were scheduled to have appeared 
in Overton County General Ses¬ 
sions Court on Monday, Septem¬ 
ber 2. 



“There aren’t going to be any 
immediate, sudden changes,” 
said Bryant Dunaway, who be¬ 
gan his term as District Attorney 
General last week. 

Having taken office on Tues¬ 
day, he said that he’s still in a pe¬ 
riod of evaluating the office how 
things run. 

“There may be some changes 
in the next few weeks, or month 
or so,” Dunaway said. He also 
said they are going to focus on 
the things that he has campaigned 


on, including prescription drug 
abuse and repeat offenders. 

When it comes to repeat of¬ 
fenders, Dunaway knows there’s 
no way to eliminate repeat of¬ 
fenders. He said there will be 
less leniency on those types of 
offenders. 

“As they continue to come 
into our courtroom ...I think 
we’re going to implement a pol¬ 
icy where we are more harsh on 
repeat offenders,” he said. 

That’s especially true when it 
comes to violent offenders, as he 
said they can “find a way to keep 
them in jail and confined instead 
of letting them back out.” 

He’s also going to try to have 
less plea bargain agreements, 
especially when it comes to seri¬ 
ous violent offenders and repeat 
offenders. “Plea bargaining is 
something that has to be done 
because of the volume of people 
that are coming through the sys¬ 
tem, but in the area of people 
who are repeatedly in the system, 
then we are going to make an ef¬ 
fort of reducing the plea bargain¬ 
ing..,” Dunaway said. 

There are some people who 
have been booked in the Put¬ 
nam County Jail on more than 
100 charges, with many of those 
times being for public intoxica¬ 
tion. 

Dunaway said it’s a difficult 
problem when people are getting 
arrested that many times for pub¬ 
lic intoxication. 

“They are not violent offend¬ 
ers, but they certainly are a nui¬ 
sance to the system,” he said. 

Dunaway said public intoxi¬ 
cation is a misdemeanor and the 
maximum amount of jail time 
that can be given for a misde¬ 
meanor is 11 months and 29 
days. With a DUI charge, the 
mandatory jail sentence increas¬ 
es for multiple offenses. 

He also said that public intox¬ 
ication doesn’t have an enhance¬ 
ment provision in the law for 
repeat offenders like there is cur¬ 
rently for people who get more 
DUI charges. “The best solution 
to that is to find treatment and try 
to get that person to change their 
lifestyle. Maybe we can make 
concerted efforts to do that with 
those few people we see to that 
extent,” he said. 

Dunaway said treatment is an 
option and he said he believes 
they should offer those services 
to people. 

At the same time, he said it’s 
been his experience that treat¬ 
ment doesn’t work until the 
person is ready and willing to 
participate with an open heart. 
“It’s kind of like taking the horse 
and making him drink,” he said. 
“You can offer it to them, but if 
they’re not sincere about that ef¬ 
fort, then it’s not going to work.” 

Another one of the areas Du¬ 
naway plans to focus on is the il¬ 
legal sale and abuse of prescrip¬ 
tion drugs. He said the Upper 
Cumberland area has a very big 
problem with prescription drug 
abuse. “It’s just a rampant prob¬ 
lem at the moment,” he said. 

As far as personnel changes, 
Dunaway said no one has been 
let go. There have been two va¬ 
cancies that Dunaway has had to 
fill. Gary McKenzie left his job 
as deputy district attorney when 
he won his election bid for crimi¬ 
nal court judge. McKenzie began 
his term as judge last week. Du¬ 
naway said another spot was va¬ 
cated when Tony Craighead left 
voluntarily to take a job in a dif¬ 
ferent district. 

He hired Brett Gunn, who has 
been an assistant district attorney 
in the 20th district (Davidson 
County) for the past 18 years. 
Gunn will take Craighead’s 
place. 

Dunaway has also hired Vic¬ 
tor Gernt on a full-time basis to 
fill McKenzie’s old position. “He 
was hired on a temporary basis 
under General Randy York and 
now he’s hired on a full time ba¬ 
sis,” Dunaway said. 

Prior to being elected as dis¬ 
trict attorney general, Dunaway 
has almost 15 years experience 
as an attorney and he said he 
worked as a police officer before 
that. 

When asked about the differ¬ 
ence between his role as an at¬ 
torney and his current position, 
he said as a private practice at¬ 
torney, there was an ethical obli¬ 
gation and a duty to represent his 
individual client. 

As district attorney general, 
he said he has an obligation to all 
the people. 
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Dawgs move to 2-1 


The Clinton County Football 
team won its second game in a 
row Friday night against Mc¬ 
Creary Central, 44-24. 

The Bulldogs went up 30-0 
before McCreary County scored 
a touchdown, but Head Coach 
Jamie Miller said the first 15-18 
minutes of the game was prob¬ 
ably the best the team has played 
since he has been coach.

If absences 
occur, a student misses some of 
this knowledge and may have 
difficulty fully understanding 
new concepts. Some students 
may be able to catch up, but 
others may fall behind because 
they have missed crucial steps in 
learning.

Pete Rose hits into the record books 

September 11, 1985 

On this day in 1985, Cincinnati Reds player-manager Pete Rose gets the 4,192nd hit of his career, 
breaking Ty Cobb’s major league record for career hits. Rose was a folk hero in Cincinnati, a homegrown 
talent known as “Charlie Hustle” for his relentless work ethic. 

Pete Rose was just 5 feet 10 inches tall and 140 pounds when he graduated from Cincinnati’s 
Western Hills High School. Despite his slight build, the switch-hitter was drafted by the Reds in 1960. 
Determined to improve after an unremarkable debut season in the minors, Rose committed to an intense 
weight-lifting regimen, long before such training became de rigueur in baseball. By the time he reached 
the majors, Rose was 5’ 11” and 205 pounds of muscle, with 27-inch thighs. In 1963, he hit .273 and 
scored 101 runs and was named Rookie of the Year. Rose went on to hit .312 in 1965, and then over 
.300 in 15 of the next 17 seasons, leading the National League in hitting three times. On “The Big Red 
Machine,” as the impressive Reds teams of the 1970s were called, Rose was the spark plug, leading 
the team to back-to-back World Series victories in 1975 and 1976. Rose signed with the Philadelphia 
Phillies as a free agent in 1979, then led the Phillies to the first World Series championship in their 97- 
year history in 1980. On August 10, 1981, Rose broke Stan Musial’s career record for hits as a National 
Leaguer when he collected his 3,631st hit. 

In 1984, Rose returned to the Reds after a stint with the Montreal Expos. On September 8, 1985, 
he tied Cobb’s 57-year-old record for career hits (4,191) with two hits against the Chicago Cubs. Three 
days later on September 11, Rose came to the plate in the first inning of a game against the San Diego 
Padres in front of a home crowd at Cincinnati’s Riverfront Stadium. Rose watched the first pitch to gauge 
pitcher Eric Show’s speed, fouled off the second pitch and then laid off the third pitch. With the count at 
2-1, Rose lined a hanging slider into left-center field for a single. The Reds rushed out of the dugout to 
surround the new hits king and Rose’s longtime teammate Tony Perez lifted him in the air in celebration. 
The Cincinnati crowd of 47,237 stood and applauded for a full seven minutes as their hometown hero 
wiped tears from his eyes. (Show started to take warm-up tosses with the catcher during the tribute, and 
then sat down on the mound to wait, a move many in baseball found in appropriate.) 

Pete Rose retired as a player during the 1986 season, but remained in his position as Reds manager 
until August 24, 1989, when he was banned from baseball for life for gambling on Reds games. 

After many applications for reinstatement, Rose remains banned. The ban makes him ineligible for 
admission into the Baseball Hall of Fame. On June 17, 2014 Rose told ESPN, “I haven’t given up on 
Bud [Selig]”. Since his banishment from the game, Rose has made money by signing autographs and 
doing endorsement deals, including a recent shoe deal with Skechers and a deal with a daily fantasy 
league called SportsBeep. He resides in Las Vegas, Nevada. 


President Carter attends Willie Nelson concert at 
the White House 

September 15, 1980 

On this day in 1980, country music artist Willie Nelson and his band perform at the White House 
with President Jimmy Carter in attendance. Later that night, unbeknownst to the president, Nelson 
allegedly retired to the White House roof to smoke a marijuana cigarette. 

A fan of Nelson’s music, Carter frequently attended the singer’s concerts and invited Nelson to stay 
at the White House during his presidency. The two formed a friendship that continued after Carter left the 
White House in 1980. In 2004, Carter told reporter Beverly Keel from Rolling Stone magazine that while 
under immense pressure as president he would relax in his study, tying flies for fishing while listening to 
Nelson’s music. “All the good things I did as president, all the mistakes I made — you can blame half of 
that on Willie,” said the former president. He and Nelson shared a common background: both grew up in 
the South and worked as blacksmiths and at picking cotton. Nelson felt equal admiration for Carter and 
told Keel that Carter was his “favorite president...he did a great job.” 

In 1980, Carter invited Nelson to perform on the South Lawn of the White House. A week later, 
The New York Times reported on an unusual event that raised a few eyebrows among Washington’s 
conservative set: first lady Rosalynn Carter had joined Nelson for a duet. Her “soft soprano” complemented 
Nelson’s “nasal baritone.” The president and many in the audience joined in heartily as Nelson and 
Rosalynn sang “Up Against the Wall Redneck Mother.” 

Nelson, whom The New York Times dubbed the “king of outlaw country,” had never made a secret 
of his use of illegal marijuana and supported the National Organization for the Reform of Marijuana 
Laws (NORML). In his biography, Nelson admitted to lighting up a “big fat Austin torpedo” (slang for 
a marijuana cigarette) whenever he stayed overnight at the White House. Carter claimed not to have 
known of Nelson’s after-hours tokes on the White House roof, saying he and Willie never discussed the 
singer’s drug use. (During the 1976 campaign, Carter had called for the decriminalization of marijuana.) 
However, as Nelson himself admitted in later interviews, Secret Service agents kept a close eye on 
Nelson whenever he indulged in his nightly habit at the White House.

Clinton County to get Bookmobile Unit 

Sup. Robert Polston and the Clinton County Board of Education have announced that after 

considerable work, Clinton County is assured of a Bookmobile unit. Tuesday night of this week, the 
Albany Independent Board of Education voted to furnish 50 percent of funds needed for the operation 
of this project. 

The state will furnish the Bookmobile and approximately 3,000 books, and the county will appoint 
a five member library board and pay a driver-librarian, determine routes, and pay for gas, oil, and 
maintenance of the Bookmobile. 

A public library, possible located over the school book store, will operate in connection with the 
Bookmobile. 

The Bookmobile, which is expected to be in operation by October 1, will mean much to the county 
in that it will give the people who have no access to a public library a chance for more constructive 
literature. People who have been unable to secure books will now have books brought to them. 

Before the bookmobile project was started in the state, 80 percent of the rural population had no 
access to library service. 

Contract awarded for cheese plant construction 

The Clinton County Development Company awarded a contract to L. C. Conner, local contractor, 
for the construction of the cheese plant, the bid being $19,300. 

Work on the building is to start immediately and is to be completed within forty-five working days, 
which will be around December 1st. 

The building will be 60 feet by 120 feet, light weight blocks, built-up roof, and painted inside and 

out. 

The Plateau Cheese Company, which has signed a contract with the Clinton County Development 
Co. to locate a cheese plant here, will do the wiring and plumbing of the building. 

The building will be erected on a one-acre tract of land in south Albany where the L. P. Huddleston 
house stood. This land was purchased by the Clinton County Development Co. from the Huddleston 
heirs. 

Approximately $16,000 of shares in the cheese plant has been sold to date. 

The Plateau Cheese Company, with plants in three Tennessee towns, plans to be in operation here 
by January 1, 1955.
